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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant filed 
a proper Terminal Disclaimer on May 12, 2005, to overcome the double patenting 
rejection of January 1 1 , 2005. Also, the limitations of "strongly encrypting and
